In reply to an inquiry from the 
American embassy. the Admiralty 
said today that there were 49 Amer- 
icans in the crew of the Marina. 

A private telegram received at the 
American consulate this afternoon from 
Crook-Haven says a number of Amer- 
icans were drowned when the Marina 
Was sunk. 

Frost is procuring affidavits from sur- 
vivors., 

Lioyds reports that a steamer, an- 
chored off Crook Haven, Ireland, sig- 
nals that she has picked up the ship- 
wrecked crew of the steamship Marina 
of Glasgow. 

A report on the sinking on Oct. 26 of 
the British steamship Rowanmore also 
was made to the American embassy to- 
day by Frost, who states that the vessel 
was torpedoed. Seven Americans, includ- 
ing five Filipinos, were on board the 
Rowanmore, Several of them have given 
Frost affidavits stating that a subma-

O. H. Beal, Stranger to Him, 
Tries to Aid Youth Who Con- 
fessed to Embezzlement. 


William C. Gannon, 22 years old, cf 
3722A South Compton avenue, a former 
clerk in the Merchants-Laclede National 
Bank, today began serving a five-year 
sentence for the embezzlement of $810 
from the bank, for which he was arrest- 
ed in September of last year.

‘ORA LEWIS TRIAL PUT OFF 
UNTIL AFTER THE ELECTION 


Judge Grimm Says He Does Not Want 
to Deprive Jurors of Their 
Right to Vete. 

So that 12 jurors might not be deprived 
of their right to vote at next Tuesday's 
presidential election, Circuit Judge 
Grimm today continued the murder trial 
of Ora Otis Lewis, one of the three 
Lewis brothers accused of killing Motor 
Cycle Policeman John McKenna and 
Patrolman William Dillon, April 7 last. 
The trial was to have started todzy, 
but is now postponed until Friday of 

next week. 

Judge Grimm pointed out that the law 
requires that jurors in a first-degree 
murder case shall be kept together and 
in the custody of the Sheriff until a ver- 
dict is rendered. He said it was likely 
that the Lewis trial would: last until 
after election day. 

“I would be unwilling to deprive 12 
citizens of their right of suffrage,” said 
the Judge. ‘‘At the same time, in a case 
like this, I would not care to take tre 
responsibiliity of permitting them ta 
separate and go to 12 different polling 
places to vote,”’ 

Roy Joe Lewis’ case also was set four 
today, but it is expected c severance 
will be granted.

CITY WILL NOT GET REPORTS ON 
REMOVAL OF HOUSEHOLD GOODS 


It Is Permanently Enjoined by Judge 
Arnold From Requiring Them 
of Van Owners. 

Circuit Judge Arnold today granted a 
permanent injunction against the en- 
forcement by the city of an ordinance 
requiring owners of all moving vans to 
file with the City Register the names of 
all persons moved, thé place from which 
they move, the address to which they 


move and a general description of the 
property moved. The purpose of the 
ordinance was to trace ‘‘deadbeats” and 
mortgaged property. 

Judge Arnold said that while the ordi- 
nance did not conflict with the State 
Constitution, {t was a matter for State 
legislation, and not within the city’s leg- 
islative powers, as it attempts to regu- 
late civil rights and is not a police regu- 
lation.

IN AIR COLLISION 


Champion Aviator Injured 
Aerial Combat Oct. 28 and 
Dies of Wounds.

HAD WON FORTY FIGHTS 


Hindenburg and Ludendorf Send 
Condolences——_Flyer Admired 
by Adversaries. 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville. 
Oct. 30.—Capt. Boelke, the famous 
German aviator, collided with anoth- 
er aeroplane in the course of an 
aerial combat on Oct. 28 and on land- 
ing behind the German lines died as 
a result of his injuries. On Oct. 27 
Capt. Boelke had shot down his for- 
tieth hostile aeroplane. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg, chief 
of staff, has sent the following telegram 


to Capt. Boelke'’s: father: 

“I am deeply moved by the death of 
your heroic son under such painful cir- 
cumstances. I Knew him well and ap- 
preciated his services highly. I send 
you an expression of sincerest con- 
dolences. The aviation service has lost 
its most successful aviator, whose mem- 
ory is imperishable.’’ 

Gen. von Ludendorf telegraphed: 

“On the occasion of the death of your 
heroic son I send sincere condolences. 
The army has lost its most successful 
aviator.”’ 


Boelke on Several Ovcasions Brought 
Down Two and Three Machines. 
Boelke’s growing record of enemy air- 
craft destroyed began to attract world- 
wide attention last winter. When he 
had brought down his twelfth aeroplane, 
the Kaiser sent the then Lieut. Boelke 
the following letter, in own handwrit- 

ing: 

“I have been informed that you have 
again returned successfully from combat 
with the enemy's aeroplanes. I re- 
cently have bestowed on you the highest 
war order, Pour le Merite, in order to 
Gemonstrate the importé@itee I attache to 


the results St Anu; Sapespeo us action, 
but I shall not Jet pass this moment, 
when you have disabled your twelfth 
aeroplane, which means that you dis- 
abled two air squadrons of the enemy, 
without expressing to you again my 
fullest acknowledgment of your excellent 
achievement in aerial fighting.” 

The same dispatches which told of 
this letter stated also that Boelke had 
felled his thirteenth plane, in an aerial] 
engagement near Verdun. His record of 
accomplishment continued to accumu- 
late more rapidly than his sovereign 
could acknowledge it.. It was related 
that, while the Kaiser was writing him 
another letter congratulating him on 
his fourteenth plane brought down, 
news came which caused him to scratch 
out the word “fourteenth” and substi- 
tute ‘‘fifteenth.’’ 

There were two previous reports of 
Boelke’s death, one last January, when 
he had accounted for eight enemy 
planes, and another in June. Both re- 
ports came from allled sources and were 
due to the mistaken belief of British 
and French aviators that they had killed 
their most formidable antagonist. 

Few of his enemies survived a midair 
conflict with Boelkg, but one who was 
only wounded by him, as reported last 
June, was Sergt. Victor E. Chapman of 
New York, son of Mr. ang Mrs. John 
Jay Chapman, and a member of the 
Foreign Legion. Corp. Rockwell, who 
is from Atlanta, was sald to have kept 
Boelke busy while the wounded Chapman 
volplaned out of his range. 

The reports of machines downed by 
Boelke have come steadily, sometimes 
ir. two and threes, and the latest sent 
to the American newspapers wags his 
thirty-eighth, reported a week ago. 

Lieut. Wintgens, who, next to Boelke, 
was Germany's most successful fighting 
flyer, was killed a month ago, after 
having shot down his fourteenth allied 
aircraft. At about the same time it was 
stated that Sub-Lieut. Nungesser of the 
French aviation service had reached a 
total of 17 German aircraft destroyed. 


Boelke Greatly Admired by His Ad- 


versaries. 

Boelke's daring air feats won 
the affection of his own 
people, but the ardent admiration of 
British and French aviators, who, in 
view of the strong sporting aspect of 
their dangerous calling, cannot conceal 
their feeling toward a master sports- 
man. 

A British officer who met Boelke in 
midair without being killed wrote: 

“He flies beautifully and handles the 
Fokker as if born to the air. He shoots 
through his propellor, and, thanks to 
the speed of his machine, is well-nigh 
invincible. He files one of the speediest 
planes I ever have seen.” 

Herbert B. Swope, staff correapond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch and the New 
York World, interviewed Capt. Boelke 
when his record of enemy aircraft had 
reached 20, The interviewer found that 
Boelke regarded fiying as a military 
duty, and not a@ sport, as most English- 
men do. “How many of the % men 
whom you shot down lived?’ he asked 
Loelke. 

“Only two, unfortunately,” he respond- 
ed. “They all fought so well I was 
sorry luck was against them. I think 
most of the 18 were killed by bullets 
from my machine, or died in the fall, a 
few meeting death In smashng on the 
ground.

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LOOKS LIKE LANDSLIDE 
MI‘CORMICK DECLARES 


Democratic Chairman, in Chi- 
cago for Conference, Says 
President Will Sweep West 


CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—Vance C. Me- 
Cormick, chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee came to Chicago 
today for what is expected to be his 
final conference of the campaign with 


Senator Thomas J. Walsh, manager of 
the Western Democratic headquarters. 
The latest reports from leaders in each 
state were discussed. 

Chairman McCormick said: 

‘Honestly, it looks like a landslide. 
I find conditions in this territory {m- 
proved over what they were when I 
was here two weeks ago, and that is 
saying a whole lot. You know, things 
looked mighty good to me then and I 
returned to New York inspired with the 
conviction that the West was on fire 
for the President. I could smell the 
smoke then. Now I can almost see the 
blaze. 

“The West has no ‘edge’ on the East 
in this matter of loyalty to the Presi- 
dent. The East is mighty warm in its 
support of Wilson and Democrats gen- 
erally.

Investigation shows 
that Senator Lodge has proof of his 
charge that the addendum would: have 
been sent had not certain members of 
the Cabinet threatened to resign unless3 
it was eliminated. 

“Secretary Bryan's resignation from 
the Cabinet followed the protest of Se:- 
retary of War Garrison against the 
secret postscript. Only the fact that the 
President quickly changed his mind and 
incidentally blamed Mr. Bryan for hav- 
ing instigated the thought of the ‘pri- 
vate addendum” prevented Mr. Garri- 
gon from tendering his resignation on 
the spot. The humiliation Mr. Garrison 
felt is said by many of his friends to 
have been at least partly responsible 
for his subsequent resignation from the 
Cabinet. Neither President Wilson nor 
Secretary Bryan regarded the addendun 
as an unprecedented procedure until Mr. 
Garrison had emphasized the fact that it 
amounted virtually to betraying the 
confidence cf the American people. 


Reason Prompting Change. 
“To understand properly the reasoh 
which prompted the President to add ‘+ 
to the note it is necessary to divulge

Secretary Garrison, sup- 
ported by Secretary Lane, took issue 
with Mr. Bryan against modification or 
softening of the language.

was willing now to give them a practical 
test. 

“President Wilson was beset with va- 
rious problems concerning the note, all 
of which demanded quick decision. He 
wanted to do

: The news of our arrival must have 
spread with great rapidity, because to 
our great surprise, we were met several 
hours from Baltimore by boats with 
newspaper reporters and moving pic- 
ture photographers on board. Although 
it was already growing dark, they 
eagerly took our pictures. Undoubted- 
ly we would also have had to meet 
many interrogations, and shouted in- 
quiries if the weather in Chesapeake 
Bay had not with the true spirit of a 
host thought of our rest and thus helped 
us, 

A violent thunderstorm broke loose 
all about us and instead of a shower 
of questions, a shower of rain came 
down on us sunburned seafarers. Soon 
the Deutschland was gliding alongs 
chaperoned only by her faithful Tim- 
mins, again alone and quiet through 
the early darkness, onward toward 
_its goal. 

At eleven o'clock at night we stop- 
ped at Baltimore and with a 
groaning and creaking of the cable 
the anchor was thrown down for the 
first time on the American bottom. 


Deutschland at Balttmore. 


Our first view early the next morn- 
ing met the corpulent Timmins which 
tied up alongside of us and now 
faithfully was lying by guarding us. 
As early as five o'clock the doctor 

me from the quarantine station. I 
D dietinhety Weave him our bill of 
health and certificate which had been 
written out for us by William Thomas 
Fee, the American censul in Bremen. 
The port physician declared us in 
good health and led three cheers for 
Peutschland and her crew. Then the 

nchor was hauled up and, with the 
Timmins guiding us, we went to our 
harbor place between locust posts. 
No boat could travel more safely 
than we did under the protection of 
the Timmins and so many other boats 
which the film firms had _ secured 
and which now were swarming 
around our Deutschtand. On each 
boat five or six men were standing 
ready with their cameras and tried 


to get us to pose in every kind of 
position which is proper for films. 

“Show your face, Cap!” “Turn 
your head a little.” “Wave your 
hands.” é 

These were some of the things they 
shouted. That is the way they called 
out all their directions and constant- 
ly they were cranking their machines 
as if they were crazy. 

I was standing on the conning 
'tower looking to the right and left, 
was waving with both hands, and the 
request they made of me to laugh 
was absolutely unnecessary because 
the film folks’ ways and appearance 
was irresistibly comcal. 

My first trip through the city 
looked like a triumphal procession. 
Everywhere the automobile had to 
stop. From all sides were those 
wishing us good luck and congratu- 
lating us and everyone wanted to 
shake hands. During my first day in 
Baltimore I appeared to be a sort of 
traffic obstruction. 

Thus the journey was slowly made 
to the Nord Deutscher Lloyd office 
which was surrounded by a great 
mass of people. First we completed 
the necessary clearunce papers. I 
went to the custom authorities and 
made the usual visits. Everywhere I 
was greeted pleasantly and heartily. 
Then back to the office and now I 
devoted myself with the determina- 
tion of a sailor to the press repre- 
sentatives. I was standing behind oa 
counter before which an uncountable 
mass of persons crowded itself. En- 
tirely alone I held my own against 
hundreds of people, men and women 
of which each one wanted to know 
something special. Every one asked 
me something from the most unim- 
portant reporter to the great poli- 
ticlans. 


A Trying Handshaking Ceremony. 

A lady called out:

morning. Though physically tired, I 
accepted an Invitation to the German 
club. There we in unmixed German 
company celebrated our arfival anu 
with pride and joy thought of the 
fighting Fatherland, far away at 
home. 

The following days were for us %ne 
continuous feast. Only one who 
knows the American hospitality and 
the American enthusiasm can com- 
prehend how heartily we were re- 
ceived everywhere. The people were 
as if they had gone: crazy. It felt 
go00d-to the bottom wf our hearts to 
see with what straightforward en- 
thusiasm all Americans greeted our 
voyage and happy arrival and how 
freely they let this feeling go and ex- 
pressed their enthustasm for us. 

Wherever they went they received 
us enthusiastically, shaking hands 
with us and singing “Die Wacht am 
Rhine” and threw themselves into the 
spirit of the celebration and gave us 
a great ovation. Invitations to offi- 
cers and crew rained on us. Once, 
when my two mates were recognized 
in a large music hall the orchestra 
stopped, the spotlight was thrown on 
both men and during the general 
exaltation, the orchestra played “Dic 
Wacht am Rhein” and dhe “Star 
Spangled Banner.”

Babylonian tablets. 

He has deciphered a letter written in 
clay 2300 years before Christ. The lIet- 
ter was written by a master to his 
slave in archaic Sumerian characters 
and rebuked the slave for stupidity in 
getting the worst of a deal in the flour 
market.

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HOLLAND'S PARLAMENT 


IS PICKETED BY WOMEN 


Suffragists of the Country Are 
Working Hard to Obtain 
Enfranchisement. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Oct. 15.— 


The session of Parliament just opened 
by the “First Woman” of Holland in 
a brilliant joint assembly of the two 


chambers, held in the famous Knights’ 
Hall at The Hague, is likely to be oc 
cupied somewhat prominently with the 
woman's question. The Dutch women 
suffragists are by no means satisfied 
with the lukewarm proposal of the Gov- 
ernment to remove the constitutional 
obstacle in the way of giving women 
‘the vote. 

Taking their cue from more milftant 
spirits abroad, they have set a daily 
picket of women outside the entrance 
to the Second Chamber, all decked out 
with their yellow-and-white rosettes, 
ribbons and mottoes. The suffragists 
were there, indeed, on the opening day 
of the session, and lined up in double 
row with the idea of compelling mem- 
bers to run the gauntlet. Many of the 
worthy representatives of the people 
ran it, but were dosed with nothing 
worse than propaganda leaflets. 

The suffragists drew the sovereign’s 
attention to their cause by presenting 
her majesty with a magnificent bouquet 
of lilies, dahlias and orchids, decorated 
with their colors. 

What the women want is that the 
Government shall definitely embody 
women’s suffrage in the proposed re- 
vised Constitution, but the Prime Min- 
ister, Cort van der Linden, though him- 
self in favor of women having the vote, 
declines to do this, knowing that it 
would imperil the entire revision meas- 
ure, for the country and its politicians 
are by no means yet ready to accord 
the suffrage so easily to the sex of the 
“wvereign who rules over them. As the 
Roman Catholic “Tyd’’ remarks, there- 
fore, ‘‘no doubt a considerable time will 
vet elapse before the women of Holland 
march to the polling booth."’

. propose first of all to start right. 
The President is primarily an executive. 
I. is his supreme duty to attend to the 
business of the nation, to safeguard 
ite interests, to anticipate its needs, to

The first act of a President who takes 
this view of his duties is to call about 
him the ablest Cabinet the country can 
farnish, men who can deal with the 
tremendous international and domestic 
problems which will confront us in tho 


: Two Views of Presidency. 


Y conception of the presidency dif- 
fers absolutely from that of Mr. 
Wilson. I look upon the Presi- 

dent as the administrative head of the 
Government. He looks upon the Presi- 
dent as primarily the political leader and 
lawmaker of the nation. 

In the two departments of Govern- 
nient most closely touching our for- 
eign relations—the Department of 
State and the Department of the 
Navy—he chose men whom he knew 
to be wholly unequal to their duties. 
Administrative obligation was sub- 
ordinatcd to political exigency. I can 
agsure the country that any admin- 
istration under my _  dlirection will 
stand .upon sound administrative 
ground with the ablest Cabinet the 
country can supply. 

Across the road we are to travel 
this next four years, even though we 

‘start right and move with prudence 
and courage, serious hazards are 
thrown like breaks in a roadway 
made by a torrential rain. These all 


' rise out of the war torrent which has 


overwhelmed Europe. The first has 
to do with our foreign relations. It is 
the President's first duty to safe- 
guard the interests of our own na- 
tion and to preserve the friendship 
of every other nation. 

No man is more determined than 
I to maintain the peace which the 
Umited States, Spain, Sweden, Nor- 

y and all the American republics 
now enjoy. But I should seek to main. 
tain that peace by a firm and cour- 


~ teous insistence on the rights of our 


qitizens at home and abroad. 
An American in Mexico is subject to 


Mexican law, but he is an American 
still and is entitled to the protection of 
his own Government in his lawful busi- 
ness. For one, I shall never consent 
to a policy which leaves Americans help- 
less against the lawlessness of any coun- 
try in which they have a right to do 
business. 


Coming Labor Problem. 


HERE confronts labor in the next 
A four years a condition more seri- 
ous than any that American labor- 
ing men have been called upon to face. 
When this war began over a million 
merican workingmen were seeking 
Vainly for employment. When the war 
ends and the developed energies of a 
new Europe are thrown into commercial 
production, our nation will face a com- 
petition such as it never knew. 

One of two things must happen—either 
millions of men will be seeking work in 
vain or else there must be thought out 
in advance the problem of commercial 
organization as France and England and 
Germany are seeking to think out the 
problem today. PEyvery one of these na- 
tions ts preparing to defend its own 

arket by a protective tariff. The end 

the war will end also the opportuni- 
ties for labor created by the war. The 
millions in the trenches today will be 
our industrial competitors tomorrow. If 

are to save our laboring men from 
a catastrophe we must plan a tariff pro- 
tection along sound, just and economic 


lines. To this endeavor I pledge myself 


and the men who are to be my col- 
leagues. 

In this matter again I differ abso- 
lutely from the policy of the present 
administration. Democratic platforms 
have deciared that the Government has 
no right to levy tariff duties except for 
income. This is the fundamental faith 
of the Democratic party. 

? I pledge myself and those who stand 
with me to deal with the needs of Ia- 
boring men the country over, whatever 
their trade or organization, upon the 
principle of giving the largest protec- 
tien possible to every American work- 
inaman and the largest participation 
possible tn the prosperity of our indus- 
tries, with special favors to none.

Business Supervision. 


UR national policy requires that 
C) covernment maintain a strict su- 

pervision of business organization. 
This can be done effectively and yet 
leave the Government free to encourage 
legitimate and wholesome business en- 
terprise. I stand for suck supervision 
and control o* business, but I demand 
also that business, great and smal] (and 
especially the small business), be treated 
! fairly and justly. Only under’ such 
conditions can business pay living wages 
or compete with foreign manufacturers. 


In this respect again the present ad- 
ministration holds a policy entirely op- 
posite. It has viewed business enter- 
prise with suspicion and has made the 
Government a brake to stop the wheels 
of legitimate industrial progress. It has 
treated the business men of this country 
as though they were suspicious charac- 
ters. It has assumed that capital and 
labor are natural enemies. In four years 
it has put this country further on the 
road to class war than has been accom- 
plished in a generation before. The men 
who stand with me believe in the hon- 
esty of the American workingman, they 
believe no less in the honesty of the 
American business man, and they be- 
lieve that the common good is to be 
found not in class war, but in mutual! 
justice and fair dealing, not as between 
capital and labor in the abstract but 
as between men and men.

The Jewish Viewpoint. 
To the EHaitor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Episcopalian convention on Monday, ac- 
cording to a report printed exclusively in the 
Post-Dispatch, passed a resolution inviting Jews 
to enter the Episcopal Church, by accepting its 
doctrines without, however, abandoning the ob- 
servances of Judaism.

rael when they accept Christ, according to the 
clear teaching of the New Testament and the prac- 
tice of Christ and the apostles; and we further 
urge upon the whole church to take up earnestly 
with sympathy and affection, the work of winning 
the ancient people of God to the Kingdom and 
obedience of Jesus Christ.” 

Strange as it may seem, the Jewish people are 
not one whit grateful for this “consideration.” 
The “generosity” is not appreciated. 

Observance and ceremonials are the least of 
Judaism. .The gulf between Christianity and Ju- 
daism in matters of ethical, spiritual and theo- 
logical differences cannot be bridged in such an 
easy way, nor is the route from Jewish faith to 
Christian dogma quite so simple. 

Furthermore, though our Episcopalian brethren 
may not realize it, the self-respecting Jewish peo- 
ple resent attempts at Jewish conversion. This 
action of the convention is clearly along the line 
of Jewish conversion and the concession is made 
in the. forlorn hope that it will expedite the ac- 
ceptante of Christianity by the Jewish people. 
What a wasted energy! 

There is surely sufficient scope for action for 
the Episcopal Church in its effort to convert the 
savage heathen, but surely the Jewish people with 
a faith older than Christianity and its equal in all! 
respects as to standards of human faith and con- 
duct, should not be go regarded. The Jew regards 
hie religion as the co-equal of Chrstianity and 
views attempts to wean him from his faith as un- 
worthy ef true-minded Christian people.

President Wilson's talk to the New York dele- 
gation Saturday directed the country’s attention 
to a point of vita] importance in the November 
election. Hs emphasized the danger to the nation 
of a changs of home and foreign policies in the 
crisis through which we are passing. 

We have now peace on a definite understand- 
ing and a known policy with regard to neutrality, 
American rights and international law; we have 
an accomplished constructive program and defi- 
nite promises from an administration with all the 
reins in hand and with a united working party 
back of it. 

The President pictured the difficulties of his 
opponents, without a definite issue and with 
irreconcilable elements which will paralyze ac- 
tion—"‘a picture of forces that cannot unite and 
that do not constitute a party.” He called atten- 
tion to the expressed intent of the Roosevelt 
Progressives to destroy the Republican party of 
1912, and added:

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A SENATORIAL SCANDAL-MONGER. 

Senator Lodge reiterates for campaign purposes 
bis tale of a postscript to a Lusitania note, writ- 
ten by President Wilson and advising Germany 
not to take too seriously the stiff tone of the 
note. The postscript, it is stated, was withdrawn 
under Cabinet pressure. This story was a base- 
less fable. It did not need the prompt denials of 
Secretaries Lane and Redfield and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Gregory to convince reasonable readers in the 
first instance. The repetition is offered on the 
strength of one Dr. Charles H. Bailey’s letter Yell- 
ing what the doctor remembers of what former 
Assistant Sccretary of War Breckenridge told him 
on a train from San Francisco last July. 

Mr. Breckenridge denounces Dr. Bailey as a 
scoundrel, states that no Cabinet member ever 
threatened the President and further says that 
“the malice that would seek for partisan advan- 
tage to emasculate the potency of one’s Govern- 
ment in a vital international affair is beneath 
contempt.’”” Members of the Cabinet again deny 
the story absolutely. 

They are in a position to know. Dr. Bailey is 
not. Indeed, the silly tale in its present. form in- 
volves such a confusion of the Lusitania notes 
and other issues at Washington, including even 
the date of Secretary Bryan’s resignation, that 
Mr. Lodge’s new evidence all goes to the further 
discrediting of his own story. 

The pity of the thing lies mainly with the pur- 
veyor of the libel. .Mr. Lodge is the ranking Re- 
publican member or the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, and as,such is charged with 
solemn and patriotic duties. If the contro! of the 
Senate passes to his party he will be chairman. 
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A “tealfRepublican” or a “real Democrat” is of 
no consequence. The real American will vote the 
vest he knows how for his country’s welfare. 
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THE SBE-SAW OF WAR. 

The Verdun blunder of the Germans matches 
the blunder of the allies at Gallipoli, in Mesopo- 
tamia, in Servia, in Rumania. With the lesson 
of Japanese success at Port Arthur in mind, the 
Germans in February confidently attacked the 
Verdun defenses, expending resources and men 
which, it now appears, might much better have 
been devoted to less elaborately fortified places in 
the line. Failing to take Verdun, they have not 
lost all they had previously gained before it, but 
they have lost in a fraction of a day more than 
they had gained in the enormous sacrifices of 
two months of battling. The destruction of 
hopes and illusions has undesirable results. 
With a success for one side at one place in the 
continent-long battle lines matched by a success 
for the other side at another place, and with a 
costly blunder on the part of one offset by a 
costly blunder on the part of the other side, how 
long may we expect this war between contestants 
sg nearly equal in strength and resources to last? 
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‘*‘WALKING THE GHOST.’’ 2 

“Walking the Ghost” is the name of the new 
dance ‘without music. It is a perfectly silent de- 
votional exercise, performed, however, upstanding 
and with syncopated footsteps, and is a novelty in 
the United States. As a societal phenomenon it 
marks a further retrogression towards savagery, 
resembling very closely the dances now in vogue 
in South Africa and among other uncivilized peo- 
ples. At that, there is nothing inherently vicious 
about it, while the merit of discarding some bad 
“ragtime” may give it a preference, in point of 
taste, over some of the more so-called civilized 
dances. 
Nevertheless, it touches the nadir of what good 
taste will permit civilized society in the imitation 
of the barbarian, and on behalf of manners and 
morals we cry a warning, though not a protest. 
The amusements of a people, and dancing cspe- 
cially, are among the most important influences 
affecting its character. Man needs relaxation, but 
not too much. Vicious amusements are a pitfall 
in which good manners and morals may be lost 
and bad ones produced. Amusements require con- 
ventional control and invariably present the need 
of regulation in their extremes. Let us stop 
short of coinnlete abandon in the dance, and keep 
it at least as inoffensive as the dances of the 
politer savages. 
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TAFT’S PROTEST FOR THE POOR. 

In the opinion of President Taft it is an insult 
to the poor that they pay no taxes on their in- 
comes. It is nothing short of an outrage, from 
his point of view, that the income tax law touches 
only those who live in comparative luxury and 
upward through the scale until it reaches the 
multimillionaires.

CAN PULL A ‘COMEBACK

Former Billiard Champion Op- 
poses Champion Hoppe in 
Title Match Tonight. 


Beating back to Title Harbor at the 
age of 58 would not be considered a 
rosy outlook by most followers of sport- 
ing chances. Yet that is precisely what 
G. Butler Sutton, former world’s billiard 
champion, declares he expects to accom- 
plish, during his three nights’ play 
against Champion Willie Hoppe. Hoppe 
is only 29 years old. 

Sutton came here from Chicago yester- 
day to talk over with Referee Charley 
Peterson the rules governing his title 
match. Speaking of his chances, he 


said: 

‘“‘T am in better physical condition than 
formerly and my practice has been en- 
couraging. I ran out 500 points in two 
shots just before leaving Chicago, one 
of my runs being 358, the other 142. If 
the room conditions are right, I expect 
to show the best form I have displayed 
since 1906.’’ 

In the year to which Sutton refers he 
defeated Schaefer, Slosson, Hoppe and 
Ora Morningstar. It was in this year 
that Sutton. established the high run of 
236, which was later supplanted by 
Hoppe’s 308, which still stands. 


Sutton Alters Method. 


Sutton has been credited with favoring the 
balkline nurse to the exclusion of other forms 
of play. But he declares this is no longer 
so. He states that he has perfected his 
play at other stytes and does not hamper 
his game by continually trying for the nurse 
play. 

Sutton has.changed cue tips. He uses & 
half-inch tip instead of the smaller one, aud 
claims to be getting improved results.

PUBLIC IN NORWAY 


S AROUSED OVER 
“SINKING OF SHPS 


Submarine Attacks Have Caused 
Feeling Far From Friendly 
Toward Germany. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

CHRISTIANIA, Oct. 10.—Never before 
during the war has the Norwegian press 
60 unanimously expressed the resent- 
ment aroused in Norway by the latest 
steps in the German submarine. war- 
fare. The Orebladet calls it piracy and 
says it is the general opinion that 
German war against mercantile ships is 
directed especially against Norway, add- 
ing: 

“It is a fact that this continual tor- 
pedoing of Norwegian ships deprives 
Cermany of friends in Norway.” 

The Tidens Tegn says bitterness has 
been provoked everywhere in Norway 
by the destroying of Norwegian property 
end lives of Norwegian sailors in the 
Arctic Ocean, rnd vehemently urges the 
Government to do something to protect 
property and lives. 

The Verdens Gang asserts Germany 
Las substituted for international law 
and old recognized ethical principles the 
principle of power as the basis of its 
warfare, recognizing no otner standard 
of morals than what its own interests 
dictate. Other papers say the German 
Government's secret agents who report 
the sailings of Norwegian ships are 
tolerated everywhere and treated in a 
friendly manner, while such agents have 
been expelled from Holland, and that 
when Norwegian press correspondents 
attempt to keep ship officers and shi, 
owners posted as to where German sub- 
marines are lying in wait off the coast 
the censorship suppresses their tele- 
Srams lest they might be of use to 
enemies of Germany. 

The Shinnine and Mercantile Gazette 
says that just before the new subma- 
rine warfare was instituted agents ox 
the German Government appeared in 
its editorial office and threatened t'ie 
paper and the country because of al- 
leged unfriendly feelings towards Ger- 
many. Representatives in Norway of 
German newspapers sent to Germany 
an interview with a “‘prominent’”’ Nor- 
wegian diplomat who is quoted as hav- 
ing admitted that Germany is right in 
its conduct of submarine warfare 
against Norwegian ships. The interview 
was anonymous and is being denounced 
by the entire Norwegian press as ficti- 
tious. 

Public opinion in Norway at present 
is greatly excited and the popular feel- 
ing toward Germany is far from 
friendly. Ship owners have decided not 
to permit their vessels to sail to Rus- 
sian ports in the Arctic, and the Ward 
Insurance Co. will take no risks on ships 
or cargoes with such destination. 

The Aftenposten says Norway does 
not so much fear German submarine 
warfare near the American coast, a: it 
must be supposed the United States is 
better prepared than are the small neu- 
tral nations to prevent wholesale tor- 
pedoing of neutral ships. 

The German submarine this year has 
cost Norway 171 ships, with a total ton- 
nage of 235,000, and the lives of 140 N-r- 


wegian sailors. “ 


Norway Said to Have Lost Seventh 
of Merchant Shipping Capacity. 
LONDON, Oct. 30.—Much space is de- 


voted in the morning newspapers today 
to a discussion of Germany’s submarine 
war on Norwegian trade. It is pointed 
out that Norway has lost about one- 
seventh of her total merchant shipping 

. 
capacity, which is said to be proportioni- 
ately 4 per cent more than that suffered 
by Great Britain. 

The Norwegian sailing ship Regina of 
Skien was set on fire by the German 
submarine U-34 while the ship was on 
her way from Norway to England and 
two members of her crew were drowned, 
according to a Reuter dispatch froin 
Ymuiden, Holland. This news was 
brought to Ymuiden, according to the 
dispatch, by the Dutch steamer Hector, 
which brought there the captain and 10 
members of the Regina's crew. These 
sailors were taken on board the U-3, 
from which they were transferred to the 
Hector. 

Lloyds announces that the Danish 
steamer Sif, of 16 tons gross, and the 
Russian three-masted schooner’ Inger- 
soll, of 239 tons, have been sunk.

OWNERS IN ARKANSAS 


State University Advises Keeping 
Rents Down So Tenants Can 
Make Money to Buy Land.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., Oct. 30.—The 
prospect of an increase next year in 
farm rents in some localities in Arkan- 
sus has received attention from the Jni- 
versity cf Arkansas in a bulletin in 
which the wisdom of such a step is ques- 
tioned. Present prosperity is made a text 
in the same bulletin for urging that ten- 
antry in Aransas be diminished. The 
bulletin says: 
“For about the first time Arkansas 
farmers are able to pay up all oblign- 
tions and sae some money for improve- 
ments. for more land or for better stock 
The price of cotton is not likely to be so 
high next year and the season may be 
unfavorable for the crop. Why not wait 
another year before raising rents on 
land? If rents are raised in a locality 
many of the best farmers will become 
discouraged and move out. Why not give 
farmers one more chance for a crvep 
and fair price? If all land owners in 
the cotton counties will keep their rents 
down and demand that all tenants grow 
enough food and feed crops, and even 
collect rent in advance, if they want to, 
it will make prosperity sure for next 
year and keep up courage and bring 
better crops. 

‘Arkansas has too many tenant farm- 
ers. Exactly one-half the fariners cof 
the State are tenants. This is the best 
year in our history for farmers te ac- 
quire land. We have too many smull 
farms, and this is a great year for the 
man with the small farm *o add to his 
holdings. Thousands of farmers \have 
more clear money than ever before, and 
our land prices have not yet advanced, 
although this is certain next spring. 
“This is not a personal matter and not 
a matter of concern only to fariners. 
It is of interest to bankers and mer- 
chants and preachers an: everybody to 
have more farm owners and fewer ten- 
ants. Let everybody talk in favor of 
farm ownership. Farm vwners support 
schools, roads and churcnes better than 
do renters, no matter how good u man a 
renter may be. Let everybody boost for 
more land owners and fewer tenants.”’
